Te other day I caught up with a 
‘|4 friend on.tha way ta the corner 
‘bua. station, She had. just. finished 
reading a letter and as we walked 
along she tore it into many pleces. 
“That was from my sister Mar- 
tha,” sabe remarked, “And I 
wouldn'¢ dare let my brother see 
it—she: certainly blessed him. out.’* 
I was reminded of another 

friend whose brother and sis- 
ters are her dearest compan 
fons and who. had once told me, 
“E don’t think any ons of us 
has ever written « letter which 
the whole family couldn't read. 
Nor do we write veiled czitl- 
‘ciam, such as, ‘Wouldn't you 
think Mary (or Paul) would. 
have done thus and so.’ We’vo 
had some disagreements, of 
course, but they are out in the 
open—we don’t criticize be- 
hind each others backs.'’ 

In trying to analyze what her par- 
ents had done to help bring about 
this good feeling among their chil- 
dren, one thing my friend said} 
caught my attention especially.

me now and then.’ 


Yes, putting labels on oa 
child’s shortcomings fs a bad 
idea, Most of them are aut- 
grown anyway—at least that 


happy cutcome is what you, as , 
parents, are werking toward, | 
So why have the other children ‘ 
‘grow up with the impression _ 
that brother Tom was a bully 
and sister Imogene not. always 
truthful, and. that the little sis * 
ter was greedy? 

Try instead, to keep alive the 
‘memory of how Tom jumped into 
the lake, when he could barely 
swim, to rescue his sister's kit- 
ten. And how Imogene tore into a 
neighbor boy three times her size 
because he called. her brother 
names. Of course, a certain amount 
of family frankness ts good, too— 
what older brother could resist 
telling his sister that she bag. on too 
much lipstick, and what. girl could 
Keep still if she didn’t like the char- 
acter of her brother's first “girl 
friend.”
